Luna was a New York band 
formed in 1991 by singer/guitarist 
Dean Wareham after the breakup of 
Galaxie 500. The band made seven 
studio albums before disbanding in 
2005. After a ten-year break, they re- 
united and toured in 2015, and in 2017 
released a new LP — A Sentimental 
Education and an EP of instrumen- 
tals — A Place of Greater Safety.

deluxe 2xLP version of their classic 
Penthouse album (on Rhino) and an- 
other 2xLP set Lunafied that collects 
all the covers the band record-ed in 
the r990s. 

Now scattered around the country 
(Los Angeles, New York and Austin) 
the band retains the same lineup that 
operated from 1999 to 2005: Dean 
Wareham on vocals/guitar, his wife 
Britta Phillips on bass, Sean Eden on 
guitar, and Lee Wall on drums. 


A LUNA TIMELINE: 


1992: Dean Wareham recruits Jus- 


tin Harwood (ex-Chills) on bass and 
Stanley Demeski (ex-Feelies) on drums 
to record Lunapark for Elektra Re- 
cords. After completing the album, the 
band places an ad in the Village Voice 
and thus adds Sean Eden on guitar. 
Eden, who is Canadian by birth and a 
trained actor, plays lead guitar on the 
excellent Indian Summer EP (aka the 
Slide EP). 

1993: The band 
second album, Bewitched, featur- 
ing “California,” “Tiger Lily” and 
“Friendly Advice” 

1995: Luna’s classic third album, 


records their 
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Penthouse (1995) is recorded in New 
York City, featuring guests Tom Ver- 
laine (Television) and Laetitia Sadier 
(Stereolab). The band signs to Beg- 
gar’s Banquet in Europe. Rolling 
Stone calls it “one of the essential re- 
cordings of the “90s” 

1997: Lee Wall replaces the trav- 
el-weary Stanley Demeski on drums, 
and the band records Pup Tent, their 
fourth album for Elektra. 

1998: Luna recorded their fifth al- 
bum The Days of Our Nights. 

1999: Justin Harwood moves back 
to his home country (New Zealand), 


and is replaced on bass by Britta Phil- 
lips. 

2000: Finding themselves between 
contracts, the band quickly records 
a live album — Luna Live! for the 
Arena Rock label. 

2002: The band signed to Jetset 
Records, record Romantica, co-pro- 
duced by Gene Holder (DB’s) and 
Dave Fridmann(Mercury Rev). Ro- 
mantica was followed by the mini-LP 
Close Cover Before Striking. 

2004: their 
Rendezvous album in Brooklyn, NY. 
Produced by Bryce Goggin with mini- 
mal overdubs, it captures the band 
more-or-less live. 

2005: After a farewell tour, on 
February 28 the band played their last 
show at New York’s Bowery Ball-

room. 

2015: After ten years away, the 
band announces a commemorative 
world tour. The lineup is the exact 
’99”05 group: Dean Wareham and 
Sean Eden on guitar, Lee Wall on 
drums, and Britta Phillips (now mar- 
ried to Mr Wareham) on bass. 

2016: Captured Tracks label re- 
leased a vinyl box set comprising Lu- 
na’s five albums recorded for Elektra 
and a bonus LP of rarities. 

2017: Double Feature Records 
released the band’s first new ma- 
terial since 2004, the covers LP A 
Sentimental Education and instru- 
mental EP A Place of Greater Safety. 

2018: Run-Out-Groove releases 
the double LP Lunafied — contain- 
ing all the covers the band recorded 
during the 1990s.

MATT ANDERSEN 

When Matt Andersen steps on stage, he brings a lifetime of music 
to every note he plays. His presence is informed by decades of cut- 
ting his teeth in dusty clubs, dim-lit bars, and grand theaters all over 
the world, delivering soulful performances that run the gamut from 
intimate to wall-shaking. In the studio, he’s always brought the same 
attention to detail and commitment to craft as he has to his live 
show, and the result - a multi-faceted and poignant body of work 
- has led him to amass over 18 million streams on Spotify and 18 
million views on YouTube. In addition to headlining major festivals, 
clubs and theaters throughout North America, Europe and Austra- 
lia, he has shared the stage and toured with Marcus King, Beth 
Hart, Marty Stuart, Greg Allman, Tedeschi Trucks Band, Randy 
Bachman, Jonny Lang, Serena Ryder, and more. Andersen nabbed 
the 2013 and 2016 European Blues Awards for Best Solo/Acoustic 
Act, was the first ever Canadian to take home top honors in the solo 


category at the 2010 International Blues Challenge in Memphis, won 
the CIMA Road Gold award in 2015, and has won multiple Maple 
Blues Awards. 


MARIEL BUCKLEY 

Unapologetically genuine, wry, and soft-hearted - Mariel Buckley 
has planted her flag firmly as a songwriter who’s in it for the long 
haul. She aims to find herself squarely on the fringes and exactly 
where she belongs: singing and writing songs for the underdog. Her 
candor and magnetic live show have been charming listeners across 
North America since her debut LP, Driving In The Dark [2018]. 
With some impressive accolades on the way including Roots Artist 
of the Year (Western Canadian Music Awards, 2019), and taking 
home the grand prize of $100,000 from the year long Project Wild 
commercial radio artist contest, Mariel was ready for her next move. 
Now with her debut album and thousands of miles under her 
belt, Buckley looks to turn country/folk music on its head, with her 
follow-up album, Everywhere I Used To Be [2022]. Anchored by

Stick Men is a progressive rock 
band created from musicians with 
extensive experience playing to- 
gether. Pat Mastelotto and Tony 
Levin are the rhythm section of 
the legendary band King Crimson. 
Mastelotto is in demand all over 
the world as the premier drummer 
for progressive rock. Levin plays 
the unusual instrument, the 12 
string Chapman Stick, in Crimson, 
Peter Gabriel and others. Markus 
Reuter is a composer/guitarist who 
designed and plays his own unique 
touch style guitar. 

Tony Levin

He has 
also released five solo CDs and 
three books. In addition to touring 
with Stick Men, he is currently a 
member of King Crimson, of the 
Peter Gabriel Band, and of the jazz 
band L’Image. His popular website, 
tonylevin.com, featured one of the 
web’s first blogs, and has over four 
million visits. 

Very rarely does a drummer go 
on to forge the most successful ca- 
reer on the demise of their former 
hit band. Phil Collins and Dave 
Grohl have managed it, so too has 
Pat Mastelotto, a self taught drum- 
mer from Northern California, 
who has also been involved with 
pushing the envelope of electronic 
drumming. Pat has spent a lifetime 
jumping genres from pop, to prog, 
to electronica to world music with 


— among others — Mr. Mister, XTC, 
David Sylvian, The Rembrandts, 
KimmoPohjonen, and for the last 
20 years with King Crimson. 

Markus Reuter is a composer, 
guitarist, and producer. Initially 
trained as a pianist, he subsequently 
studied Robert Fripp’s Guitar Craft 
and learned to play the Chapman 
Stick, later moving onto the U8 
Touch Guitar. Reuter has released 
several solo recordings and worked 
extensively with other musicians. 
He is one of the core members of 
the experimental band Centrozoon, 
is half of the duo Tuner (with Pat 
Mastelotto) and was also a member 
of Europa String Choir. Reuter has 
collaborated with Ian Boddy, Rob- 
ert Rich, No-Man singer Tim Bow- 
ness, and many others.

(The Weather Station, The Barr Brothers, Arcade Fire, The National), the 
resulting collection is a driving, swooning, toe-tapping catharsis; sealed and 


delivered by Buckley’s signature crooning brand of angst-ridden alt-folk. 
Buckley and Paquin made an intentional move towards decidedly pop/con- 
temporary production, and quickly found themselves in a daily rhythm of 
deconstructing and rebuilding each song to find its full potential. Backed by 
some of Canada’s finest session musicians, their collective efforts are show- 
cased with abundant heart, and skillful flourishes while respecting the space 
necessary for the songs to speak. Perhaps her mysterious ambiguity around 
genre, traditional storytelling, and identity is what gives these new songs 
such an honest shine. Buckley continues to be a trailblazer in her own right, 
with a firm grip on the steering wheel and a destination in mind - we’re just 
happy to be along for the ride.

Sherry Franzen, Thomas Hiura, 
Debrae Firehawk, Nic Gusset and 
Cary Thompson were nominated. 
An email had been received that 
indicated Cary Thompson did not 
want to run for a Board position. 
Cary was not in the meeting to ac- 
cept the nomination. Later in the 
meeting it was confirmed that Cary 
was not running. 

After nominations were made, 
there was a reminder that only mem- 
bers who renewed or new members 
who joined before the end of the 
annual meeting would be eligible to 
receive ballots to vote this year. 

The election voting procedure 
and deadlines were explained. 
Emailed ballots would go out to all 
members in good standing who re- 
quested ballots. Each ballot would

OUR STRUCTURE 


The WOW Hall has a structure that will support our 
future activities with a strategic/policy-making board 
and a staff that operationalizes board policies. 

Most importantly we have a flexible and fluid com- 
mittee structure. Board activities are organized into three 
high-level committees: Internal Affairs, Governance, and 
External Affairs. The chairs of each committee can call 
on the expertise of any member or someone from the 
community-at-large that has the needed expertise to sup- 
port the work of the staff. The board and the Commit- 
tees are increasingly serving as resources to the staff in a 
coordinated manner. 

For example, I needed to re-write the Employee 
Handbook and was able to work with a talented group 
of HR experts from our community. Now we have an 
easy-to-read Handbook that is being used to onboard all 
new staff and provide clarity for our existing staff. 

Another example was a need to develop a longer- 
term finance strategy and I was able to work with some 
locally talented folks who guided our new investment 
strategy. We have now distributed our funds to a total 


of three local institutions. 

On an individual basis, our board members have 
provided guidance in making us more efficient with new 
technology, programming resources, support, and fund- 
raising leads. 

The Governance Committee took the lead in creat- 
ing the new and recently approved bylaws. A huge task 
that resulted in updates to the original bylaws written 


in 1975.
